According to u New York 
Times News Service article, the 
gap between mole and female 
performance on standardized 
tents has disappeared on verbal 
test*, and is narrowing on math- 
ematics teats 

Data from the 19?0’s showed 
a pronounced difference in the 
score* of males and females, 
with females on average scor- 
ing higher on verbal tests and 
males scoring higher on mathe- 
matical sections.
